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ABSTRACT 



This directory is intended to provide a comprehensive source 
of information on financial assistance for Canadian post-secondary students 
with disabilities. The directory includes descriptions of funding programs, 
mailing addresses, telephone and fax numbers, and e-mail addresses for 
further information. Government funding programs described include national 
programs such as Canada Student Loans and Employability Assistance for People 
with Disabilities. Programs operated by each of the 13 provinces or 
territories are also summarized. The third section lists 22 national 
scholarships and grants and is followed by a listing of regional 
scholarships, bursaries, and grants. Use of the World Wide Web to locate 
scholarship information is briefly addressed. The final section describes 
scholarship and award programs available at 42 individual institutions. (DB) 
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Introduction 

In order to fully participate in college and university study, disabled persons must 
have access to funding>/hich recognizes that there are often extra costs involved 
when pursuing higher education. It can also take longer for a disabled student to 
complete an academic program because of. a disability. Th^se issues have been a pri- 
mary focus of the Association's work for many years. In the . 1993 NEADS report Study 
of Finarjcial, Assistance Available to Post-Secondary Students With Disabilities: Accommo-. 
dating Individual Needs For the Future, 44% of the 384 respondents indicated that their 
total income from all sources (including financial assistance programs) was hot suffi- 
cient to cover their; education-related services and/or equipment costs considering 
their disability. In the 1996 NEADS study Employment OpportunitiesEor Post-Secondary i 
Students and Graduates With Disabilities, 59% of 424 respbndents.indicated that their 
student aid was not sufficient to cover the costs of their education. ' 

During the most recent NEADS conference, held in Ottawa in November of 1998, 115 
delegates from across Canada addressed this subject as a ceritral aspect of the confer- 
ence agenda. In a workshop called "Accessing Funding to Support Post-Secondary 
Study" delegates explored funding issues and concerns by focusing on familiar pro- 
grams such as: Canada Student Loans and Canada. Study Grants, provincial grants 
and loans. Employability Assistance for Persons With Disabilities (EAPD):and the 
Quebec Loans arid Bursaries Program. Scholarships, awards and bursaries were also- 
discussed, including the recently launched Millennium .Fund Scholarship Program. 
In these discussioris, students identified four key areas of concern: . 

1. ; Financial assistance programs are often not adequate to meet educational costs, 

including disability-related costs of pursuing higher ediicatiori. 

2. There is a lack of portability of funding from one part of the country to ariother, 

> which limits academic optiohs. 

3. There is confusion about how to obtain information on funding programs and 

which program's students are eligible to access. ; - . 

4' Application forms, 4nforniation guides (i.e. Canada Student Loans Proj 5 rani: . Full- 
time arid ;Part-time Students Information Guide) and other promotional litera- 
ture are not readily available to students, and what is available is found in many , 
sources, from differerif offices. . - 

■The NEADS National Directory of Financial Assistance Programs for Post-Secondary 
Students with Disabilities addresses many of these concerns by proyiding a compre: 
hensive source of information.bn financial assistance in one document, written in 
plain language. The directory includes descriptions of funding programs, mailing

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Government Funding Programs 

National Programs 
1. Canada Student Loans, ^ ; 

The.-Canada S^deht Loan Program (CLSP) was launched in 1964. It.provides finan- 
cial assistance to students to supplement their own and their family's savings and 
* earnings. Each year the CLSP provides $1.2 billion in student assistance to 325,000 
students across Canada. This funding consists of both a full-time and part-time loans 
program, which assists students with financial need to pursue" post- secondary educa- 
tion. ' " * ■ ■ ' ■ ' ^ ' /■', . " ’ -■ ^ 

Under the full time program the CLSP currently covers 60% of each student's assessed 
need, up to 'a weekly, maximum of $165. The reniaining 40% of the assessed need 
may be covered by provincial student loans programs, or, through other assistance. 

In addition to the loan component, the program provides $146 million each.year in 
non-repayable grants,. such as the Canada Study Grant (see below). . ^ 

The most significant feature of the CSLP is the in-school interest subsidy. This pror 
grain pays the interest on a CSLP while you are enrolled iii full time studies at a post-, 
secondary institution, so that you are not.required to pay interest on your loan, or 
make any payments towards the principal during that time. • 

The partTinie study program is built* around the assumption that most part-time, 
students are already working ind.have their living expenses covered. It is designed to 
supplement other sources of incoine, and can provide up to $4,000 in assistance for 
each year of study. * . > 

Beyond these basics there are three features of the CSLP, which have been designed to 
directly address the needs of students with disabilities. . .. \ ^ 

Disability Specific Programming: " 

1) ; The CSLP recognizes that the challenges of a physical disability may mean that it 
takes longer to complete a program of study, To compensate for this, tlie CSLP 
offers; students, with a disability relaxed eligibility criteria for full tinie student 
status. Under the general conditions when you apply for a Canada Student Loan 
you have to be enrolled in 60% of a fu\\ course load to qualify as a full time 
student. However, a student, with a permanent disability need only register for 
40% of a full course load. Correspondingly, the part timd requirements are also 
reduced, v. ' , * 
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2) > The program also recognizes that a permanent disability may inean that disabled 
; . students can never repay a loan, because they are unable to seek, dr obtain, a full 

time job that would enable repayihent of.the GSLP. In these cases the program 
, offers a permanent disability benefit, which may allow application to have a loan 
' forgiven. • . . ■' - . 

3) The prograrri also recognizes that students with disabilities often have .extra costs . 
\ when pursuing their higher education arid to deal with these costs Canada Study 

Grants (formerly referred to as Special Opportunities Grants) ire.availabie; These 
grants are available for up to $5,000 a year and are designed to offset exceptional 
disability related costs, such as note takers, tutors, readers; interpreters, attendarit 
,• care during studies, as well as specialized transportation to and from an'educa- 
tional institution. The grant can also, cover exceptional equipment cpsts like spe- 
cial computers, braillers, and/or the production of materials in alternate formats. 

Repaymenf of the CSLP: 

■Recently some changes have been made to the program. to assist all students in repay- 
nient of their GSLR These changes are intended to help all ^aduates in the transition 
from school to work, not just students with disabilities. The program recognizes. that 
all students today are facing significant challenges in fihding'well paid eiiiploymenf 
after they finish their schooling. Often, Tor example, graduates may do volunteer 
work or take low paying jobs in a field iri order to get the experience needed to begin, 
their careers. With this fact in mind the program has develpped three features, that 
attempt tP address this issue: ^ 

1 . The first and thP most important of these features is interest relief. Borrowers 
having difficulty repaying their loan due to Ipw income can aipply for The interest 

. relief plan. Eligible borrowers are approved for interest relief for six mprith peri- 
ods,’ during which the Government of Ganada pays the interest on their loan iri 
the same fashion as the in school interest subsidy. Recently, changes have been 
. made to this plan, such as iiicreasing the maxiinum amount of interest relief pne 
could receive from 18 months to, 30 months. This . interest relief is available 
. . throughout the life of the loan. 

2. The other.significant inodifieMion was to raise the income eligibility thresholds 
for interest relief by mine percent. In real terms that means prior to the change , 
you cpuld make about $20,000; anybody who rnade under $20,000 would qualify 
for 100% interest relief.- This ana Punt has recently been raised tP $22,000; . 

3. .Borrowers that remain in financial difficulty over an. extended. period can apply 
to have their principal reduced by as much as $10,000,- or 50%, whichever is 
greater. In order to be eligible for this ypu must have exhausted 30 months of 
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. interest relief, the loaii must be in gbo^ standing;; and the individual must have ; . . ; 

• : been out of school for at least five years. / • . - ; : ■ • •

Costs of the following edueation^related services are eligible: note taker, tutor, reader; 
interpreter (oral, sign), attendant care for studies. Specialized transportation (to and 
from your educational institution). .

Tax Considerations: 

As noted the Canada Study Grants provide up to $5,000 per year to students with 
disabilities to help cover disability-related education costs. Under existing rules, these 
amounts receive the same tax treatment as other scholarships and bursaries and are 
taxable to the extent the award exceeds $500. 
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*' However, many of the expenses fof which the Canada Stiidy Grant may be used; such ' 

; ‘ as attendant care or a device to enable a blind person to read of use a computer (e.g. 

ppticail scahners’or large, print-on-the-screen devices),: also qualify ter tax assis^nce ; . \ ‘ 

' under the medical: expense tax credit. - • . " , > / ; : 

The medical expense tax, crMit recognizes the effect of extraordinary medical ex- \ 

; : perises on an indlvdidual's ability to pay: tax. It does this by providing, tax relief on 

eligible medical expenses in excess of , a certain portion of an individuals net income. ’ 

. ‘ As a result, although Canada Study Grants must be included in income for. tax pur,-- 
poses like other bursaries and scholarships; in many cases, . the tax on the grant is 
; . offset by tax relief provided through t^^ medical expense tax credit. • - ^ • 

3. Eitipipyability Assistance for People With Disabilities 

; ■ ^ (EAPD’y, v', 

■ . Many readers may be familiar with EAPD under its former name, the Vocatiohar 

, Rehabiiitaf ion for Disabled Persons (VRDP) Program, which was created in 1962. There . . 

, haye been fundamental changes in government policy and the approach to disabihty 

issues Since then.. So while it was recognized that VRDP had served people with, dis-’ ' ; 

. - abilities well, it vyaS also clear that changes were required. In fact, :the Federal Taskforce , ' 
on Disabilities (in 1997) actually had a very explicit recommendation that the -federal . 
gP'^^rhmerit shbuW work with the provinces to reform the YRDP program. 

The VRDP reform has been undertaken in a larger context as. a social policy renewal, 

. which sees the federal and proviricial governments working rhore closely. together to- ’ " 

" look at Cariada's sbdaTprograms and see how they can make them work mpre effi- ' ' 

ciently. ..'v' ^ 

At the. June 1996, First Minister's meeting. Premiers and the Prime Minister, recog- • : ' -v 
■ nized that some services and benefits to people with disabilities shbuld be one of the 
/priorities in an overall social policy reform process. One of the first cbricrete actions . . 
uridertaken was arbuhd VRDP reform. There were consultations with the disability- : . 

./ . .community around those reforms and NEADS was a part of the consultation.process. . 

The new directions of the EAPD Program are . butlihed in a document called, the Mul- . 

' , tiiateral Framework on Eniplbyability Asdstance for People with Disabilities. Based. • 

;■ on.thisfra,mework the Federal Government negotiated new bilateral agreements with ‘ 

‘ the proyinces/territories during 1997 and. 1998:.. ; • 

The new objectives of the program reflect an increased focus: on employabihty. The .- ; 
gpal is to help people with disabilities prepare for, find, arid keep jobs. To do this, the 
, ' . EAPD prograin seeks to help people with disabilities overcome the various obstacle? 

\ : they may face when trying to enter the work place. . ■ 

■’'■'o' 
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EADP, like the VRPP before it, is a cost sharing arrangement between the Federal and 
Proviriciai/Terfitorial Governnients, where the Federal Government contributes up 
to 50 percenhof the cost of eligible programs, and services, to a set maximum for each 
. province. Total federal funding is $190 million annually, and in all cases it is at least 
. matched, dollar for dollar, b>^ the province/territory. . , 

EADP interventions are interided to cover a broad range, of programniing, including 
such thirigs as pre-employrnent support, short-term assistance and on-going active. 
. ■ employment. support. This could translate into ernployment counseling and; assess- 
ment, pre-eimployment trainirig and skill development and or'wage subsidies. 

, PostTSecoridary education support is eligible under the Multilateral Framework as 
well. Furids may be used to coyer things like tuition, books,, assistive devices and 
. ' - other itemSi ; , ‘ r 



The prpvinces have a great deal of flexibility to design their own programs and ser- 
vices under EAPD. That is why the following section, which outlines proyincial/terri- 

torial programs, lists EAPD separately for each jurisdiction. 

VVhile in most cases the EAPD biiaterai agreements, signed between Ottawa and the 
provinces, do specifically refer to post-secondary education support, in some jurisdic- 
tions they are electing to fund ^ post-secoridairy education through their regular stu- 
, dent assistance programniing, as will be made clear below. ' 



Finally, it is important to note that the agreements allow for a three-year transition 
period, which began iri niosf jurisdictions during the fiscal year 98/99. This was agreed 
upon because some proyinces/territdries will have to make significant changes to the 
programming in order to meet the riew employability fociis of EAPD. 

At the beginning of the transition period many provinces/territories continue to de 
liyer basically the sanie programs and services that they. did under the old VRDP 
program; However, at this point it is still difficult to say for sure what the changes will 
be across the country. Many governments, are still sorting outwhat their new pro- 
gram directions will be. .. ■ ^ ^ ^ " , 



It is important to keep this in mind when looking at the fbllpwing information, since 
during the transition period much can change. The information contained here was 
collected during the summer and falLof 1999, and it was correct at the time. How- 
. ever, students should contact provincial authorities to see what the current status of 
EAPD is before making plans to access it for financial support. For. this reason contact 
details for each jurisdiction are contained in the following pages. It is hoped that this 
information is accurate, or at least it will be a place tp start when you are tracking, 
down possible avenues of support for your educatiort \ 
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AlsO; it should be noted that some jurisdictions had not signed EAPD agreements at 
the time of writing. In these cases information is presented for the VRDP program> 
which continues to function in the absence of a new EAPD agreement; Again, it is 
important to contact provincial officials in order to determine the exact situation 
when you are looking for financial assistance. \ \

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General Award: , ' 

To reduce administrative costs and to avoid duplication with existing student assis- 
tance programs, the Foundation has been negotiating with each province and terri- 
tory over the last several months. As of July 30th, 1999, agreements had been con- 
- eluded with Alberta, Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Nova Scotia, Yukon, British 
Columbia,.the Northwest Territories and Prince Edward Island. Because student assis- 
■ tance programs are administered differently in each region, there will be slight varia-

Major Functional Disability 




To be eligible for financial aid as a student with a disability you have to qualify as 
having a Major Functional Disability. (MFD): This is fairly restrictive and coyers four 
categories of disability, visual, hearing, medical and physical. The medical profes- 
sional has.a degree of hinctionaiity chart to fill in and on this basis, or oh the basis of 
level of hearing loss or vision loss, a student can be designated as haying a MFD. 
(NOTE: many students who get some support in other provinces, are excluded. For 
example students with learning disabilities or attention deficit disorders do non qualify 
under the Sidelines); ^ 



If a student is deemed to have a MFD then he or. she may take a niihimurn of six 
credits per serhester and stiU receiye the financial equivalent of a full-time bursary! It 
is important to note that^the.funding is in the form of bursary, with rio loan compo- 
nent. The ainount a student may receivers determined on the same basis as all shi- 
dents (parental income, personal income, etc). If deemed to have a MFD then one 
can also apply for funding to cover special needs (noty-takers, tutors,, interpreters, 
equipment etc); . ' / ; : \ ^ - . 
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Minor Functional Disability ' - . 

A student may, in some cases, be designated as having a minor functional disability. 
This classification recognizes that while the student is hot.severely liinited enough to 
qualify for full financial aid under the program, they still may have some disability- 
related requifeihents! -As such, a student with a mirior functional disability will be 
able to access funding to cover educational support services such as tutors and com- 
puters and other adaptive deyices. - ■ ; 

If you are accepted into the system it works well and the provincial government is 
very efficient with refunds. Also, the limits are much mofe geherous than iri other 
provinces. For example deaf students can receive full funding for interpreters; . ' 

Students may find more inforrnation either at the Financial Aid department of their' 
. prospective institutiori, or at the office of students with disabilities. If the student is! 
transferrihg.frorn CEGEP to university they do not need to be reassessed for eligibil- 
ity, thty simply need to request a transfer of institution (again student financial aid

Federal administrative criteria are used by the Student Financial Assistance Unit to 
determine the applicant's financial need. In calculating need, the allowable expenses 
(tuition, books, supplies and living expenses, etc.) are determined arid the resources 
available (including contributions by the student and/or parental/guardian/sponsor, 
in which the financial.coritribution is based on total combined parental income and 
family size) are subtracted. Assistance is awarded where need is demonstrated. 

To qualify for a Saskatchewan Student Loan, the full-time student must meet the 
above eligibility criteria for Canada Student Loans (see below).

Students 
must attend a designated post-secondary school, and their studies must lead towards 
a certificate, diploma or degree. 

BCSAP is intended to supplement^ riot replace funds available to students through 
work, savings/assets and family resources/incpme.

The government of the' Northwest Territories has not. signed ari agreenient "with the 
Federal government to implement the EAPD prdgrain. As such, support for students 
vvith disabilities operates under the terms of the Vocational Rehabilitatidn for Dis- 
abled Persons (VRDP) Program. The program does offer support to students' with dis- 
abilities to attend post-secondary education. However, this is a very small program 
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with a limited budget and students are encouraged to seek other supports, such as 
student loans. • ' • ' . ’ , - ' 

VRDP funding has traditionally gone to support the purchase of computers and spe- 
cialized software for individuals with disabilities. Students at Aurora College or other 
upgrading of employment-related programs are eligible for funding. The program 
has also supported assessment and tutoring services for students in post-secondary 
institutions, colleges, and universities; The focus 6f the program has been pri coyer- 
iiig items riot covered by mainstrearii programs such as the student loan program. 
The program doe's not cover costs associated with tuition, books or living' expenses, 
which are covered urider student finaricial assistance. 

Officials reported a short waiting list for access to VRDP funding at the time of our 
data collection. They aliso noted that funds are allocated on a first-come-first-served 
basis. So students are encouraged to apply early for assistance. ■ .
